Ye Find Out if Any More of Thom 
Contributed to the Gigantic 
Bribe Fund to 8ecure 
City Deposit*. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 26.—Representative! 
•f the Voters' league, the civic reform 
organization that precipitated the mu 
nicipai scandal by causing the arresi 
of seven members of council and twe 
former bankers, at . the same time an­ 
nouncing that they had only barely 
«tarted upon a moral cleanup of the 
city, Friday night announced that they 
feave received assurance 
of 
federal 
government help in the forthcoming 
prosecutions. 
The departm ent of Justice, repre­ 
sentatives of the Voters' league say, 
has already taken steps to thoroughly 
investigate all national banks serving 
as depositories for city funds. Testl 
mony at the preliminary hearing was 
to the effect that 2170,000 had been 
corruptly used in influencing the se­ 
lection of depositories, but up to this 
time only $17,500 of this sum has been 
accounted for and only one bank pub­ 
licly mentioned. 
It is the intention 
of the department of Justice to learn 
if any other national banks contributed 
to the $176,000. 
ft is also the intention of the de­ 
partment, according to the Voters’ 
league representatives, to begin prose­ 
cutions in United States court against 
former President Ramsay and former 
Cashier Vilsack of the German Na­ 
tional bank on charges of illegally 
using the funds of the bank in addition 
to the bribery charges in 
courts. 
* Those who inserted the probe hope 
to defer additional arrests or other 
important action in the scandal until 
after New Year’s and unless they are 
forced to act through the unexpected 
happening, as they were in the first 
Instance by the discovery of a bank 
•xamlner, there will be no more im­ 
portant developments for a week. 
A conference of the nine men ac­ 
cused and their lawyers was held, at 
which it was decided to act In unison 
In getting evidence and in making de­ 
fense to the charges, although a num­ 
ber of the cases are to be tried sep­ 
arately. 


Bandit Looking for Truce.

Marshals Siler 
Ryan, Henry Wadell, Messingale and 
Tate of Somerset, Ky., and Marshal 
Mullins of Richmond went to Stearns 
Friday and found the strike promoters 
barricaded in the McFerran hotel. As 
the marshals approached they wvr< 
fired upon. They returned 
the

Mullins was instantly killed and sev 
eral of the miners wounded. The hotel 
w’as then fired and burned 
to 
the 
ground and it is reported that several 
of the injured miners were burned to 
death. As the building was falling the 
miners fled. 
Marshal

became 
separated from the others and it is 
feared he was killed. 
A posse of 50 
men has left Somerset for Stearns, as 
it is feared further trouble may ensue.

So far physicians have been un­ 
able to diagnose the disease, which in 
most cases proves fatal, the victims dy­ 
ing within a day or two after being 
stricken.
